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Medical  Officer’s  Annual  Report. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

TH  IS  Report  will  be  much  shorter  than  usual,  as  in  a 
Circular  Letter  from  the  Local  Government  Board, 
the  following  paragraph  is  inserted:  — 

“ It  is  not  proposed  to  issue  this  year  the  usual  memorandum 
on  the  preparation  of  Annual  Reports.  The  Board  consider  that 
many  of  the  details  usually  inserted  in  the  Annnal  Report,  such  as 
a description  of  the  district,  and  of  the  water  supply,  sewerage, 
and  sewage  disposal,  etc.,  may  be  omitted,  and  that  the  Report  may 
be  confined  to  a record  of  what  has  taken  place  during  the  year.” 

The  estimated  population  for  the  year,  works  out  at  '''5456,  a 
figure  greatly  in  excess  of  the  real  number,  a large  number  of  men 
having  joined  the  Colours  : it  necessarily  follows  that  as  the  average 
rates  are  calculated  on  the  estimated  population  they  also  are 
inaccurate. 

infectious  Disease. 

Of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases,  other  than  those  notified 
under  the  Tuberculous  Regulations,  there  were  only  10  ; a consider- 
able improvement  on  last  year  when  42  were  certified — they  were 
as  follows  : — Scarlet  Fever  6,  Diphtheria  2,  and  Erysipelas  2 ; none 
were  fatal. 

On  the  other  hand,  of  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases, 
whooping  cough  was  fatal  in  two'  and  influenza  in  five  cases. 

A recommendation  from  the  Local  Government  Board  that 
Measles,  German  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  should  be  made 

This  figure  has  been  altered  to  5178. 
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notifiable  by  the  Council  was  not  agreed  to.  Since  then,  Measles 
and  German  Measles  have  been  made  compulsorally  notifiable  ; the 
new  Order  to  take  effect  from  January  1st,  1916. 

The  precautions  taken  in  Infectious  disease  are  as  follow 
(1)  Notification;  (2)  Isolation  in  The  Statutory  Hospital;  (3) 
Disinfection  of  room,  or  rooms,  bedding  and  clothing  ; (4)  The 

room  is  disinfected  by  formaldehyde  candles,  and  the  bedding  is 
dohe  in  the  steam  disinfector  at  the  Hospital  ; (o)  thorough 

inspection  of  the  premises  is  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and 
any  defects  found  in  drainage,  water,  or  milk  supply,  remedied. 
(6 1 A return  of  all  cases  is  sent  to  the  County  Council  and  Local 
Government  Board  every  week. 

Tubercular  Disease. 

Eleven  cases  of  all  kinds  were  reported,  in  nine  of  them  the 
seat  of  disease  was  the  lungs — Phthisis,  and  two  in  other  parts 
of  the  body. 

The  largest  proportion  was  in  women,  viz  : eight  cases,  only 
three  men  being  affected.  The  cases  were  distributed  as  follows : — 
Holt  4,  Limpley  Stoke  2,  one  case  being  Phthisis,  the  other 
tubercular  disease  of  the  testicles  and  peritonoeun ',  Atworth  2,  one 
Phthisis,  and  the  other  in  the  glands  of  the  neck  ; Monkton  Farleigh 
2;  Broughton  1. 

One  case  was  a Belgian. 

Three  ended  fatally. 

Three  were  sent  to  VVinsley  Sanatorium  and  discharged 
greatly  improved  in  health. 

An  out-door  shelter  was  provided  for  one  case. 

The  same  precautions  are  taken  after  death  or  removal 
(when  known)  as  in  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  etc. 

No  provision  has  been  made  by  the  Guardians  for  Chronic 
Cases  either  in  the  Workhouse,  or  elsewhere. 
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Spitting  bottles  are  provided  gratuitously  in  necessitous-. 

cases. 

Sputa  are  exanuned  by  the  Clinical  Research  Society. 


These  numbered  95,  a decrease  of  8 on  last-^ear. 

Forty-seven  males,  two  of  these  illigitimate ; forty-eight 
females,  one  illigitimate.

The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  has  been  adopted  throughout 
the  County  and  came  into  force  on  July  1st,  1915. 

Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  District  was  59, 
males  30,  females  29  ; to  these  5 residents  who  died  outside  the 
District  must  be  added  to  the  number  ; and  6 Deaths  of  strangers 
must  be  deducted  from  the  whole  number,  the  nett  Deaths 
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being  58,  equalling  a rate  per  1000  of  11.20.  Four  deaths  occurred 
in  children  under  1 year  of  age. 

House  and  Town  Pianning. 

In  consequence  of  the  scarcity  of  labour,  and  the  rise  in  the 
price  of  materials,  less  has  been  done  under  this  act  than  was  the 
case  last  year.  A hundred  and  nineteen  houses  had  been  examined 
and  54  of  them  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Four  were  totally 
unfit  for  human  habitation.  One  house  was  closed,  and  two  were 
demolished,  voluntarily. 

Two  houses  were  made  fit  for  human  habitation  without 
closing  order  being  issued,  and  one  was  made  fit  after  an  order  was 
served. 

There  is  a scarcity  of  houses  in  Holt  and  Limpley  Stoke. 

Seven  working  class  dwellings  were  built  during  the  year. 


One  case  of  overcrowding  was  abated. 


Building  regulations  are  required  in  the  whole  area. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. 

No  cases  of  Lead  (Plumbism),  Phosporus  or  Anthrax 
poisoning  were  reported. 

The  w'orkshops  are  well  kept,  ventilated  and  lighted. 

Six  of  the  eight  bak'ehouses  have  patent  ovens,  and  all  are 
well  kept,  none  of  them  are  underground. 

A large  number  of  out  workers  engaged  in  glove  making 
in  the  villages  of  Holt,  Broughton  and  Atworth,  have  been  visited 
and  found  satisfactory. 


The  factories  are  well  kept  and  are  as  follows : — 

Holt — Steam  Laundry,  1 \\^ool  Staplers,  Tannery  and 
Fletcher’s  Yard,  1 Mattress  and  Bed  Furniture  Factory,  1 Glove 
Factory. 

Broughton. — 1 Mattress  Factory. 

Limpley  Stoke. — 1 Saw  Mill  and  1 Rubber  Factory. 

Winsley. — 1 Flock  Mill  and  1 Stone  Cutting  Yard. 

Westwood. — 1 Flock  Mill  at  Avoncliff,  and  1 Flour  Mill  at 
Stowford. 

Two  samples  of  flock  were  taken  for  analysis,  and  the  results 
were  satisfactory.
